KEA Calls Strike End Tuesday; 
County Follows Suit Wednesday 


Projected Funding For Cave Hun 
Recreation Areas. Roads Slashed 


LOUISVILLE. Ky. — The Ken¬ 
tucky Education Association’s 
policy-making body voted al¬ 
most unanimously Monday night 
to end the statewide work stop¬ 
page by teachers demanding 
higher salaries. 

Only a few dissenting votes 
were cast as the recommenda¬ 
tion to end the strike was pre¬ 
sented to the KEA’s Delegate 
Assembly. Most teachers re 
turned to work Tuesday, and 
by Wednesday all schools in the 
slate were reported open. 

Despite the decision to halt 
the strike, the delegates exhibit¬ 
ed a determination to continue 
their fight “to improve educa¬ 
tion conditions in Kentucky.” 

“The war has just begun,” 
Joe Roach, a Louisville mem¬ 
ber of KEA’s board of directors, 
declared at the assembly. 

And amid loud cheering, the 
delegates overwhelmingly voted 
to notify State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Wendell 
Butler that “We deplore his 
stand on the teacher work stop 
page.” Butler had opposed the 
strike. 

The delegate assembly held 
over until April a resolution call¬ 
ing on the KEA to set up a new 
athletic association under its 
direct control. Some teachers 
were inclined to blame the 
Kentucky High School Athletic 
Association for the failure of the 
strike to carry a greater mo 
mentum than it did. 

The athletic association, a 
voluntary organization which 
supervises state athletics, decid¬ 
ed last week to hold all basket¬ 
ball tournaments as scheduled 
in spite of the strike. The KEA 
had recommended that all at 
hletic contests be canceled dur¬ 
ing the walkout. 

The resolution also recom¬ 
mended that teachers decline 
to sign any contracts for next 
year until the legislature pass 
es bills to give them an addi¬ 
tional $300 salary raise during 
the 1970-72 biennium. 

Action on this, too, was held 
over until April. 

The strike, which began Mon¬ 
day, Feb. 23, and at one time 
liad an estimated 25,000 of the 
state’s 32,000 teachers off the 
job and two-thirds of the state’s 
schools closed began to fizzle 
late last week when court in¬ 
junctions were obtained by a 
number of school boards order¬ 
ing their teachers back to work. 

The KEA claimed it still had 
9,400 teachers out on strike 
Monday, But according to Wen¬ 
dell Butler, state Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction, at 
least 40 other school boards 
were prepared Monday to seek 
injunctions if their teachers 
did not return to work. 

Under this sort of pressure, 
many teacher associations in the 
state voted to return to work 
voluntarily. 

Not A Surrender 

Following Monday’s vote to 
end the walk-out, KEA Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Kenneth Estes told 
the assembly, “This is by no 
means a surrender.” 

Estes said the next step would 
be for teachers to apply pres¬ 
sure both to the public and to 
the legislature to win higher 
salaries and such fringe bene¬ 
fits as the right to negotiate 
with local school boards, and 
removal of the ceiling on pro¬ 
perty taxes — all of which KEA 
had hoped to accomplish by the 
walkout. 

KEA also reports that an in 
vestigative team from the Nu 
tional Education Association 
will be in Kentucky this week 
to conduct a preliminary inves¬ 
tigation that could lead to sanc¬ 
tions against the state’s schools. 

Presumably this would mean 
the labering of Kentucky as an 
“undesirable place to teach" and 
encouraging teachers around the 
country to turn down offers here. 
Sanctions also have the long 
range effect of discouraging 
business and industry to locate 
In the state. 

The KEA began thinking of a 
strike after Gov. l-ouie B. Nunn 
failed to allocate money for 
teacher pay raises in his execu¬ 
tive budget. 

The Democratic-controlled le¬ 
gislature by revising Nunns 
budget subsequently 'granted 
teachers $200 increases the first 
year of the biennium and $100 
the second—a total of $500 for 
each teacher over the next two 
years. 

However, the KEA demanded 
$000 raises over the two-year 
period. And on Feb. 18, the 


087-member delegate assembly 
met and passed a resolution ur¬ 
ging each local teacher asso¬ 
ciation in the state to go on 
strike Each member of the 
delegate assembly represents 50 
KEA members. 

During the strike, only one 
measure sponsored by the KEn 
made any headway in the legis¬ 
lature. That was the teachers’ 
professional negotiations bill 
which was reported out of 
committee in the Senate. 

Other KEA-sponsorcd legisla¬ 
tion, including a measure that 
would add a 4-cent tax to every 
pack of cigarettes sold in the 
state, are still in committee 

School superintendents from 
across Kentucky will gather in 
Frankfort Friday to discuss how

Morgan County 
Schools Reopen 
On Wednesday 

Morgan County teachers 
returned to work Wednesday 
morning, nine days after 
walking off their jobs in sup¬ 
port of a KEA-sponsored work 
stoppage. 

The statewide strike calling 
for higher teacher salaries 
and passage of other KEA- 
sponsored legislation in the 
Legislature ended officially on 
Monday night when the KEA 
Delegate Assembly approved' 
a recommendation urging teac-! 
hers to “return to their class- j 
rooms as soon as possible.” 

The strike in Morgan affect¬ 
ed all school chiidlrien in the 
county—approximately 2,675— | 
and all of the county’s 110 
classroom teachers and other 
school personnel. 

The Morgan County Teac¬ 
hers Association had voted 
Feb. 11 to support KEA’s le- j 
gislative programs and recom- j 
mendations. Sixty members | 
were present at that meeting 
and the voite to support KEA 
was 57-2. The teachers asso¬ 
ciation has 126 members. 

On Feb. 17, the KEA Dele-1 
gate Assembly approved a 
(recommendation by the KEA 
Board of Directors that all | 
KEA-affiliated teacher asso- j 
ciations not return to classes j 
the following Monday. 

And Morgan County teac-1 
hers, in accordance with their [ 
previous vote, stayed home 
Monday, Feb. 23. 

Teachers met at the Ken¬ 
nedy Library at various times 
during the walkout to discuss 
the situation and to reaffirm 
their support of the KEA. 

But by last weekend it was 
obVious that a number of j 
court injunctions ordering 
teachers back to work in 
some of the state’s larger 
school districts had torpedoed 
the strike’s momentum. 

The local school board had 
adopted a hands-off attitude, 
but in meetings last Friday 
and again Sunday, many local 
teachers expressed a desire to ■ 
return to work, though no 
vote was taken at either of 
tne meetings. 

On Sunday afternoon, local 
teachers heard a report from 
Miss Betty Rowland of Pres- 
tonsburg, a KEA representa¬ 
tive, and were addressed by 
School Supt. Walton Jones, 
who expressed sympathy with 
their cause but uqged the 
teachers to return to their 
classes as quickly as possible. 

All county schools remained 
closed Monday and Tuesday 
and another teachers meeting 
was set Tuesday to hear re¬ 
ports from local delegates who 
attended the KEA Delegate 
Assembly meeting Monday 
might in Louisville. 

At Tuesday's meeting, at¬ 
tended by about 75 percent 
of the teacher association's 
members, it was voted unani¬ 
mously to return to work 
Wednesday. 

The vote came after a re¬ 
port from Olen Gamble, one 
of three delegates who attend¬ 
ed the KEA assembly meet¬ 
ing in Louisville Monday 
night. Other delegates at the 
assembly meeting were Cecil 
Sheperson and Jimmy Jones. 

School days missed during 
the walkout will have to be 
made up and school superin¬ 
tendents from across Kentucky 
v’ill gather in Frankfort Fri¬ 
day to determine how and 
when to make up the days 
lost. 

NEARBY COUNTIES 

The school situation return¬ 
ed to normal Tuesday in 
Paintsville City Schools, whet¬ 
her as a result of a restain- 
ing order against the walk¬ 
out no one bothered to ques¬ 
tion. 

In Magoffin County, teac¬ 
hers returned to work Tues¬ 
day on the strength of a nar¬ 
row local vote. They met at 
2 p.m. Monday and voted 52- 
51 to go back to work. 

Elliott County teachers had 
voted earlier to favor a con¬ 
tinued state strike, but said 
they would obey the will of 
the KEA majority. Schools 
reopened in Elliott County 
Wednesday. 

Rowan County schools re¬ 
opened Monday at the official

Northeast Council staff 
members attribute this to a sev¬ 
ere winter and inexperience of 
the growers. The next crop how¬ 
ever, should make up for the 
smaller first production.

KENTUCKY FOREST 
FIRE LAWS 

From October 1 until Decem¬ 
ber 15 and from March 1 until 
May 15 it is illegal to burn any 
open fires within 150 feet of any 
woodland. If burning is done 
more than 150 feet from the 
woodland but capable of 
spreading to the woodland 
through grass or other flamable 
material, it is still a vioation of 
the Kentucky Forest Fire Laws. 

If burning must be done, it 
is permissible between the 
hours of 4:30 p.m. and 12:00 
midnight, providing all reason¬ 
able precautions are taken. 
Reasonable precaution shall 
consist of cutting and piling 
flamable material and clearing 
around the flamable material 
to prevent spread of fire to tire 
woodland The fire must be j 
extinguished at 12:00 midnight. 

Division of Forestry employ¬ 
ees will be patroling the area 
to aporrhend violators. Cita¬ 
tions will be issued individuals 
t iolating the Kentucky Forest 
Fire Laws. Don’t be the one 
that must face court action 
when common sense and a tel¬ 
ephone call to the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry District 
Offire.

problem — small allotments. 
There are nearly 195,000 allot¬ 
ments of flue-cured tobacco, 
chiefly in the Carolinas, Geor¬ 
gia and Florida, averaging about 
three acres each, and there are 
285,000 burley allotments in 
Kentucky, Indiana and six other 
nearby states averaging only 
nine-tenths of an acre. 

That, Bradford thinks, might 
be alleviated somewhat if bur- 
ley growers, like those in flue- 
cured, could sell or lease their 
allotments. 

Bradford said he believes al¬ 
so that burley growers might be 
removed from their present dil 
emma if lease and sale of allot¬ 
ments were permitted and in 
two or three years eliminate 
the half-acre minimum allot¬ 
ment which, according to law, 
cannot be reduced. Bradford 
said he also believes that the 
pressure to mechanize the hur¬ 
ley crop may eventually lead to 
farmers’ acceptance of a pounds 
limit on the amount of leaf 
they can sell, similar to the 
program adopted in 1965 by 
growers of flue-cured leaf. Bur¬ 
ley growers have twice rejected 
a similar program for their 
leaf. 

The supply problem is fur¬ 
ther aggregravated, Bradford 
said, by a reduction in cigarette 
consumption in recent years as 
well as the smaller amount of 
leaf needed in the manufacture 
of cigarettes. Flue-cured and 
burley tobacco make up the 
major part of cigarettes. 

Bradford said farmers and 
government leaders should be 
giving serious consideration to 
some alternative programs, such 
as one similar to the current 
! feed-grains program — paying 
farmers to voluntarily divert 
their allotted acres to some 
soil-conserving use. 

Such a program in 1969 would 
have cost the government 42 
million to divert 20 per cent of 
the burley and flue-cured crops. 

Another alternative, that has 
been suggested is one under 
which the government would 
purchase and retire allotments. 
He estimates it would have 
cost S420 million to buy up 20 
per cent of the 1969 allotments, 
assuming burley allotments 
could be purchased for $3,000 
an acre and flue-cured allot¬ 
ments for $1.20 a pound. 

Bradford said criticisms of 
that program includes one that 
only owners of the allotments 
would benefit while tenants 
would get nothing, and in addi¬ 
tion lose their most valuable 
crop. 

That. Bradford said, would be 
true, adding that additional 
businesses in small towns that 
supply tobacco farmers also 
would be damaged from a lack 
of sales. 

Bradford’s paper warns farn. 
ers that they have in the past 
been fortunate in having pro¬ 
gram molded to their needs. 
r Eut now with smoking consid¬ 
ered a major health problem 
and increasingly socially unac 
ceptable, producer dependence 
on tobacco for a livelihood is 
becoming more risky.

big problems facing growers. 

In a paper presented recently 
to the Agriculture Policy Insti¬ 
tute at Raleigh, Bradford said 
the shortage of labor, small 
allotments and the declining 
market for tobacco are the three 
major problems facing growers. 

The higher wages farmers 
have to pay plus the acute 
shortage of labor are increasing 
the desire of farmers to mech¬ 
anize their tobacco crops, which 
require the most labor, he said.

The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture took official notice 
of the problem last month in 
its notification of the 10 per 
cent reduction in allotments by 
saying the department “is pre¬ 
pared to work with producers 
and the entire burley industry 
to improve the program so it 
will be kept sound and can con¬ 
tinue to work under changing 
conditions in the years ahead.”

FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
House Monday passed a Se¬ 
nate bill to raise the interest 
ceiling on loans under $7,500 
to 9 percent and to remove 
the interest ceiling on larger 
loans. 

Present law sets the legal 
maximum interest at 7 per¬ 
cent for any loan, regardless 
of amount. 

Four proposed amendments 
which would have eased the 
interest requirements called 
lor in the bill somewhat were 
defeated.

FRANKFORT, Ky. — An air 
of disenchantment with the ed 
ucation establishment continued 
to pervade the state Senate 
chamber yesterday. 

Even while hundreds of their 
oducator-constitutents looked on 
the Senate passed, 30 to 5, :> 
bill to relax requirements ir 
one of the carefully guarded 
areas of organized educaton— 
teacher certification. 

House Bill 365. which now 
goes to Gov. Louie B. Nunn for 
a 1 most-certain approval, would 
allow certification of private- 
school teachers who hold a 
bachelor’s degree from any ac 
credited college or university. 

This would mean private- 
school teachers would no long¬ 
er have to have the education 
courses and student teaching 
now required. 

However,- they would still be 
required of public-school teach¬ 
ers. 

In.support of the bill. Sen. 
Gibson Downing, D-Lexington, 
declared: 

“If Albert Einstein were liv¬ 
ing today, he would not be 
qualified to teach mathematics 
in a high school in Kentucky 
because of their teacher certif¬ 
ication requirements.” 

Similarly, said Downing, the 
Jate Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
probably could not have taught 
military science at Kentucky 
Military Institute, nor could 
former Gov. (now Federal 
Judge) Bert Combs “t eh the 
subject that he may know best 
—political science.” 

“To say that the certification 
system we have now qualifies a 
person per se to be a good 
teacher is somewhat ridicul¬ 
ous,” said Democratic Floor 
Leader Walter Huddleston, D- 
Elizabethtown. 

‘‘There are many highly qual 
ified people that might be avail¬ 
able to teach on a part-time 
basis—whose teaching could be 
of extreme value to the young 
people—but because of certifi 
cation requirements are denied 
this opportunity. 

“Sometimes I feel like the 
whole certification process is 
merely designed by the univer¬ 
sities of the state to keep their 
rolls filled with those who are 
interested in the teaching pro¬ 
fession—and with the increased 
rolls comes increased appropri¬ 
ations.” 


'Must Guard Against Incapably 

The bill ws opposed by Sen 
Fred Bishop. R-Manchester, a 
school administrator and offic 
al of the Kentucky Education 
Association. 

While agreeing that there 
are qualified persons without 
certificaion, Bishop said, “wo 
must also guard against those 
who are incapable. The certi¬ 
fication process is the only as 
surance we have.” 

However, Sen. Clyde Middle- 
ton, R-Kenton County, respond¬ 
ed, “The reason we have teach 
cr certification requirements 
for public schools is because 
. . . the law requires students 
to go to public schools.” 

“A private school stands or 
falls on whether they do the 
job in a manner suitable to the 
parents. If they don’t, they’l! 
go out of business. We don’t 
need to protect the private 
school parent or student.” 

Sen. Romano Mazzoli, D 
Louisville, said the bill arises 
from “extraordinary pressure” 
being applied by the state De¬ 
partment of Education to priv¬ 
ate schools to insure that their 
teachers meet present certifica¬ 
tion requirements.” 

There are many private-school 
teachers who don’t have all 
these particular education 
courses, “yet are producing 
good college material” in their 
students, said Mazzoli. 

Louisvillian Draws Applause 

Mazzoli raised the possibility 
that if the bill is not enacted 
private schools would lack the 
state department’s accrediation 
although they would still be ac¬ 
credited by national associa¬ 
tions. 

In that event, Mazzoli said, 
their graduates could be ac¬ 
cepted “at Columbia or Harvard 
or Michigan, but not at More- 
head or Eastern or Western.” 

During the debate, the bill’s 
most vigorous opponent was 
Sen. Henry Beach, D-Louisvillc 

Beach drew applause from 
the gallaries by declaring: 

“I am somewhat surprised 
that we would come today to 
lessen the requirements of 
teachers when they are sitting 
here by the hundreds wanting 
to upgrade their program.” 

But the unpredictable Beach 
wound up voting for the bill 
with the explanation: “If this 
is the desire of the people in 
the private schools that they

The authority to certify 
teachers is vested in the stale 
Board of Education. The course 
requirements for teacher train 
cos are prescribed by the Coun¬ 
cil on Public Higher Education 
and approved by the state 
hoard. Certification is admin¬ 
istered by a division within the 
state Department of Education. 

The division's director, Dr. 
Sidney S. Simandle, opposed 
HB 365 at an earlier Senate 
Education Committee hearing. 

Simandle said liberal - arts 
graduates lacking education 
courses now may receive special 
certificates but must enroll in 
the education courses in the 
summer. He said about 300 
enter teaching under this plan 
each year. 

'We're Getting The Job Done' 

“The courses would increase 
the chances of an individual’s 
competence to teach,” said 
Simandle. 

However, a supporter of the 
bill, Walter Anderson, a teach¬ 
er at tiie private Sayre School 
in Lexington, said 42 per cent 
of Sayre’s teachers do not meet 
state certification standards, 
but “ninety-five percent of our 
students go on to college.” 

“We think we can offer the 
proof is in the pudding that 
we’re getting the job done,” 
Anderson said 

Yesterday's Senate debate on 
certification followed a speech 
Thursday by Sen. William 
Gentry. D-Bardstown, critcizing 
the Kentucky Education Assod 
iation and the state Depart¬ 
ment of Education for alleged¬ 
ly failing to provide good lead¬ 
ership to teachers.

Producers with 1970 crop al¬ 
lotments for their farms can 
protect the allotment history 
even though they did not grow 
the allotment crop, according 
to Ben Cox Chairman of 
lb-' Mor«an County Agricultural 
St’bilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee. 

He pointed out that since al 
lotments are based on the his- 
torv of the crop on the farm 
producers may have a vital in¬ 
terest in a provision which per- 
m'ts them to preserve allot¬ 
ment history, even though they 
are not planning to grow the 
crop this year. 

The allotment crop need not 
be produced in order to pre¬ 
serve allotment history. This is 
because each additional acre 
maintained in a vegetative 
cover that is comparable to a 
eonseravtion practice carried 
out under the Agricultural 
Conservation Program will 
qualify as history credit. The 
acreage for credit must be in 
addition to any conserving base 
acreage required to be main¬ 
tained on the farm. , 

To preserve the allotment 
history, a producer should fol¬ 
low these procedures: 

1. Request preservation in 
writing at his County ASCS 
office. 

2. Maintain the acreage in a 
vegetative cover. This cover 
must have been seeded after 
Nov. 3, 1965 (date of the Con¬ 
gressional Act which proides 
this authority for preserving 
allotment history). New seed- 
ings can be made and such 
seedings are eligible for cost 
sharing. The acreage can be 
grazed or harvested for hay. 

3. Report to the County ASCS 
office that the vegetative cover 
lies been maintained.

14 was 
ifield-tesited several years at 
the Lexington station and the 
Princeton Experiment Sub¬ 
station in Caldwell county, 
plus several other official and 
unofficial on-farm tests thro¬ 
ughout the state. It also was 
included in field trials in 
southern Ohio and in Miss¬ 
ouri.

shank, “We do not want any | 
farmar to think KY 14 will 
I be useful in fields where black 
shank: has been a problem. 
There are other varieties that 
are useful as such farms.” 
KY 14 is a standup variety, 
comparing favorable to Bur¬ 
ley 21, the widely used variety 
in this state now. Its leaves 
are a bit longer, wider and 
more numerous than Burley 
21. but the plants are about 
the same height, approxi¬ 
mately 5 feet. The new var¬ 
iety is about seven days later 
maturing than Burley 21 but, 

! “this is no handicap at all for 
the major burley-producing 
areas.” 

The KY 14 holds it bottom 
leaves well and has good [ 
handling characteristics in the 
field and curing barn. Indus¬ 
try evaluation of cured KY 
1* shows its smoking and che- j 
mical makeup “entirely satis- i 
foctory,” the breeders said. 

In yields in Kentucky tests j 
over the years, KY 14 aver¬ 
aged 300 pounds more leaf an 
sic re than Burley 21. In other 
states and on Kentucky farms 
in official and unofficial tests, 
the same was true; KY 14 
consistently out-yielded Bur¬ 
ley 21. “It is hard to measure' 
(Or be accurate about) curing 
properties of a variety, be¬ 
cause of so many factors, but 
KY 14 has done very well in 
the curing category.” Kentucky | 
14 resulted from a breeding i 
process that involved crosses ■ 
of Burley 21, KY. 16, Warner J 
variety and a breeding line, 
known as Ex. No. 4. Growers 
may want to try a few rows 
along side the main variety 
being grown to see what it 
will do on their own particu¬ 
lar farm before using it for 
the entire crop.

An item in this column last 
week dealing with the state’s 
system of area development 
districts (of which Gateway 
Development Council is one) 
has elicited several comments. 
Who, many -want to know, 
was responsible for setting up 
the districts? Most of the dis¬ 
tricts apparently were drawn 
up with little regard for 
grouping counties with com¬ 
mon problems and conditions 
into the same district. What, 
for example, does Morgan 
County have in common with 
Montgomery County? (Mor¬ 
gan, Montgomery, Menifee, 
Bath and Rowan Counties 
make up the Gateway Deve¬ 
lopment Council.) For that 
matter, what do West Liberty 
end Morgan County really 
have in common with Rowan 
County and Morehead? And 
Gateway Council planners 
have drawn up plans which 
relegate West Liberty to the 
status of a “satellite town” to 
Ifeed business into Morehead 
and Mt. Sterling. Under the 
I resent system, joining coun¬ 
ties such as Morgan, Elliott, 
Wolfe, and Menifee, with simi¬ 
lar economic and cultural 
conditions and common pro¬ 
blems, have been separated 
and relegated to second-rate 
status behind their larger and 
richer neighbors. This situa¬ 
tion prevails in mast of the 
state’s 15 development dis¬ 
tricts. 

Upcoming legislative action 
in Frankfort on two bills 
dealing with the area deve¬ 
lopment districts affords legis¬ 
lators a chance to rectify this 
situation. If the measures are 
passed unamended, they would 
give the current system per¬ 
manent status. Since the mea¬ 
sures also would grant the 
governor—through the Ken¬ 
tucky Program Development 
Office—absolute control over 
the allotment of all federal 
money for local community 
projects, they are bound to 
generate a fight. Legislators, 
county and city officials, and 
school officials who dislike 
the thought of somedry hav¬ 
ing to sell their political souls 
in order to secure approval 
of federal grants for projects 
in their districts, are going 
to give these toll's careful 
scrutiny. While they’re at it 
they might also consider re¬ 
drawing the development dis¬ 
tricts into mode compatible 
county groupings.
